9-Pounder Gun Saw Service 
With Alberta Field Force 
During Rebellion Of 1885 


“Old soldiers never die!” That is what the adage says and in 
this case it is true. 224 Workshop Royal Canadian Electrical 
Mechanical Engineers of Canadian Forces Base Edmonton has, as 
a centennial project, refurbished a 9-pounder rifled, muzzle-loading 
field gun believed to be the sole survivor of General Strange’s Al- 
berta Field Forces of 1885. 


This veteran of the campaign will once again travel the trails: 


of Alberta with the Alberta Armed Forces Caravan which will be 
touring over 30 Alberta communities during August and September. 
The gun, on loan to the Department of National Defence for this 
purpose, will be returned to the Edmonton Archives when the 
Caravan has completed its centennial tour. 


The only artillery used by the Alberta Field Force in the 
Indian and Metis rebellion of 1885 was a 9 pounder belonging to 
North West Mounted Police Detachment stationed at Fort Macleod. 
When the detachment was ordered to join the Field Force in the 
spring of 1885, the gun was taken along. The Force formed up in 
Calgary and made a difficult spring journey to Edmonton. The 
gun was nearly lost to the swollen and swift waters of the Red Deer 
River but the bravery of the police commander, Major Perry, saved 
it from destruction in the rapids. 


On arrival in Edmonton, the gun became the main armament of 
Alberta’s first “navy”. The flag ship of this navy was a river scow 
christened the Big Bear. The gun was lashed to the bow of the 
scow and armour protection was provided by barrels and sacks of 
beef, pork, flour, and other supplies being piled high on the sides 
of the Big Bear. 

In early May, the tiny fleet of four boats started down the 
Saskatchewan River in pursuit of the rebels, said to be in the Fort 
Pitt area. When the force arrived at Fort Pitt on May 25th, 1885, 
the fort was a smoking ruin. The force left the boats at this point 
and started across country in the direction of Frenchman Butte. 





On the way, a band of Indians was encountered and the gun was 
unlimbered and fired. The Indians withdrew. 


At 6:30 a.m., May 28th, about one and one-half miles from 
Frenchman Butte, General Strange’s force again encountered 
Indians. The fight which followed is called the Battle of French- 
man Butte, or sometimes, Stand-Off-Coulee. 

The Indians occupied a cleverly fortified position with their 
main force concealed in lines of rifle pits. The gun fired both 
solid shot and shrapnel into the Indian lines and an infantry attack 
was mounted. There was no lessening of fire from the Indian 
positions. General Strange, out-numbered and plagued by the 
memory of General Custer’s fate, decided to withdraw and await 
re-enforcements. 


Soon after this, the leaders of the rebellion were captured and 
peace in the Prairies was restored. The gun’s fighting career was 
finished. 


After the Rebellion, the gun spent some time at the Police 
Barracks in Regina and was then given in trust to the Old Timers 
Association in Edmonton, The gun stood for many years in a place 
of honour in front of the Edmonton Old Timers Cabin before being 
handed to the Edmonton Archives. e

St. Albert Opens 
Centennial Library 


Twenty years of using make-do facilities 
came to an end when Lieutenant Governor 
J. W. Grant MacEwan officially opened the 
$85,000 St. Albert Centennial Library on 
June 24. The library is the official project 
under the Federal-Provincial Grants Pro- 
gram, and was financed by grants from both 
federal and provincial governments as well 
as Winter Works and public and private sub- 
scription. 

The modern glass walled building features 
an open stairway connecting the two floors, 
and provides 6,000 square feet of floor 
space, with the main floor housing the 
separate Children’s Library, the Reading 
Room and the Reference Library. The 
lower floor features the Main Library, the 
Art Exhibit area, and the Lecture Room. 


Several St. Albert groups and individuals 
have donated many and varied items to the 
library.

The Separate and Public schools of Leth- 
bridge have worked together on two city- 
vide Centennial projects. The first dealt, 
in dramatic form, with the story of Canada. 
Each school chose a specific topic from 
Canadian history. Scripts were frequently 
written by the students themselves and the 
productions were staged first in the home 
school. Later plays were exchanged among 
groups of neighbouring schools so that a 
large number of children could see one. 


Great variety marked the choice of topics, 
which ranged extensively from the early 
French period to the present and forecasts 
of the future. Plays dealt with individual 
experiences as different as those of Mar- 
guerite de Roberval and Lady MacDonald, 
while others told the story of colonization of 
the country by the Selkirk Settlers, the ex- 
plorations of Groseilliers and Radisson, the 
building of the C. P. R. and the life and 
works of Pauline Johnson. 

Methods of presentation were distin- 
guished by a good deal of originality. Pater- 
son Junior High School produced “Sixteen 
Scenes from Canadian History”—a tableau 
play with narrators, which was repeated four 
times. “Laura Secord” (Agnes Davidson Ele- 
mentary) and “Building the Canadian Pacific 
Railway (Fleetwood Elementary) were sha- 
dow plays, while “Madeline de Vercheres” 
(Senator Buchanan) was a dramatization of 
that famous story. “The Red River Settlers” 
(George McKillop Elementary) was a pag- 
eant play using narration, music and 
dialogue. 

It is hoped that this exchange of plays 
with their emphasis on Canada’s fascinating 
story will help to make the Centennial year 
a memorable experience for all. The Ex- 
change timetable was prepared by Leonard 
McKenzie and Ted Morrison.

KLONDIKE TRAIL OF ‘97 
IS CENTENNIAL WALK 


As a Centennial project, two Swan Hills 
residents, Norman Wheeler and James Pal- 
mer, set out from Fort Assiniboine on June 
11, to walk part of the original Klondike 
Trail of 97. They completed their hike near 
High Prairie on June 23. This is their 
account of the expedition: 


We hiked from Fort Assiniboine to a 
point just east of High Prairie at the west 
end of Lesser Slave Lake, over some of the 
roughest country in Northern Alberta, some- 
thing like one hundred and fifty miles. 


This was a very interesting trip with 
many signs that prove it to be the Old 
Klondike Trail of 1896 - 97, it was possibly 
used to some extent for a few years after 
this time by Indian traffic to Lake St. Anne’s 
summer meetings. 


Over the full length of the old trail on 
every creek and muskeg are short and long 
stretches of corridor and at some river cross- 
ings are signs of bridges and camp sites. 
At two points we saw parts of wagons, pos- 
sibly a break down that was unrepairable at 
such a point on the trail and so just left by 
the wayside. 


As for graves, only one drew our atten- 
tion, about mile 37, although we know 
there were some nearier the starting point 
but we failed to find them. 


A tree with 1897 carved vertically was a 
very interesting find, as were a few more 
markings on trees, but these we could not 
read, or understand. Remains of old cabins 
are to be seen. 

We have in our possession a smoking pipe 
that is quite the worse for wear being well 
used before it was lost, then the elements 
left their mark before found by us as we 
worked our way up the south slope of Deer 
Mountain, elevation about 3700 feet. 

As for the trail itself, it varies often and 
in many ways. It continuously twists to 
continuously twists to avoid sharp hills and 
muskeg. You may travel for miles in pine 
and scrub spruce, then short stretches over 
muskeg to the next ridge which may be 
covered with poplar and buck brush, or 
back into pine again. 

The big game was not too plentiful but 
fresh signs were every where. Birds we did 
see and hear at all times, many still nesting 
or with their young. They quite often tried 
to lead us, trying to protect the young. 

The streams along and over which this 
old trail crosses at times appeared like a 
fisherman’s dream. We would have liked to 
have tried for a fish, but our main concern 
seemed to be to make another mile, as it was 
a very long walk and we were hiking, not 
fishing. e 
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Centennial Building 
Opened At Vegreville

In spite of pouring rain a capacity crowd gathered for the 
opening of the Vegreville Centennial Building. The guest speaker 
was J. G. MacGregor, historian and author. Mayor J. Koshuta lit the 
candle on a centennial cake, and the flame remained till the end of 
the program. The plaque which was unveiled was curtained with 
Alberta Tartan. The little girl who pulled the cord wore a pleated 
skirt of the same material. 


A local children’s choir sang Bobby Gimby’s “Canada” and 
another number called “One Hundred Years Young”. When the 
program ended, coffee, tea, and an all Canadian ingredient cake 
were served. 

The walls of the auditorium were covered with centennial 
displays. In the background there hung 12 centennial motif quilts 
and one bedspread. There was a display of garments made of 
tartans and centennial rose patterns done by local high school 
classes. Then followed an Indian and Eskimo display, with pieces of 
art immediately behind the artifacts, which included a genuine 
ookpik and two ookpik toys, together with soapstone and ivory 
carvings and Eskimo dolls. 


Under the label of “Contribution to Canadian Arts and Crafts” 
were crafts from Ukraine, Norway, Romania, Slovakia. Under 
another label, “Adaptation of Cross-stitch to Canadian-Style Gar- 
ments” were various blouses. 


There was an album of provincial parliament buildings and 
Canadian Prime Ministers, presented by the Vegreville Home and 
School Association to the local school. Then followed coloured 
pictures by the Canadian Group of Seven artists. 

The focal centre of interest was a picture of the Queen set by 
the local chapter I.0.D.E. which supports the local public library. 
Books by local authors, the guest speaker, J. G. MacGregor, by 
Lieutenant Governor MacEwan, and a set of Centennial editions 
were placed on each side of the picture. 

A set of coloured pictures showing backgrounds, flowers, flags 
and emblems ot Canadian provinces added a note of interest along 
with three pictures by the Canadian illustrator, Raynor Senior. 
There was a map of Old Vegreville done by an old-timer, John 
Leach. (Vegreville’s beginnings were about six miles south of the 
present site.) There was an old school bell, and a booklet called 
“One Hundred Facts About Vegreville” which was put together by 
the local Junior High School and edited by the principal. The 
Vegreville firemen loaned historical pictures, as did the Sisters of 
the local St. Joseph’s Hospital. There was a plate and cup and 
saucer with the Alberta rose pattern, while the artificial Centennial 
roses were arranged in a vase. 

One table was labelled “Woman’s World”. Here were different 
articles used by pioneer women. Another table featured stuffed 
Canadian birds, the work of a local taxidermist. 

Articles made of the Alberta Tartan by the Rehabilitation Centre 
were also featured. The Centennial flower of Vegreville, the pansy, 
drew a lot of attention, with a ceramic pansy brooch, pansy wrap- 
ping paper, and a pansy patterned cream and sugar, as well as a 
bouquet arranged in a low vase. 

The auditorium was suitably decorated with provincial emblems 
and Centennial symbols. 

The Vegreville Centennial Building had its beginnings in 1913 
when the first armory was built by the Department of National 
Defence. This old armory was demolished in 1953-54. On April 
28th, 1954, this present building was opened by the then Minister 
of National Defence, the Honourable Brooke Claxton. For a
